The Act directs the time within which 
tle building shall be completed, the 
mitetial of Which it shall be construct- 
ad, its maximum cost and the manner 
in which contracts for its construction 
shall be made. It appfopriates the 
aum of $80,000 for constructing and 
furnishing the asylum, and in the 
eleventh section provides as follows: 

The money herein appropriated shall 
be taken from the State School 
Fand, and in its place shall be deposit- 
ed eighty bonds of $1,000 each, bearing 
interest at the rate of four per cent. per 
annum; said bonds shall run for twenty 
years, but shall be redeemable by the 
State at its pleasure, after two years; 
said bends shall be signed by the Gov- 
ernor and State Oontroller, counter- 
signed by the State Treasurer and au- 
thenticated by the great seal of the 
State, and shall state in substance that 
the State of Nevada owes to its School 
Fand $80,000, the interest on which 
sum, at four per cent. per annum, she 
agrees to pay during the life of said 
bonds, for the benefit ef the common 
schools of the State; said bonds shall 
be lithographed, as is usual in similar 
cases, and deposited with the Treasurer 
ef the State. The interest on said 
bonds shall be paid semi-annually, on 
the first days of January and July of 
each year, on the written order of the 
State Board of Education to the State 
Controller, directing him to draw his 
warrant fer the amount of such semi- 
annual interest on the Indigent Insane 
Interest and Sinking Fund herein 
created. All sums derived from the 
interest of said bunds shall go into the 
General School Fand, for the support 
of the common schools of the State, and 
for the regular and prompt payment of 
which the faith and credit of the State 
is hereby pledged. 

The twelfth section provides for the 
levy and collection of a tax, the pro- 
ceeds of which are appropriated for the 
payment of the principal and interest 
of the bonds mentioned in the preced- 
ing section. Subsequent sections pro- 
vide for the care of the insane pending 
the completion of the building, their 
management thereafter, and other mat- 
ters, which are not drawn in qnestion. 

Appellant claims that so much of the 
Act as is contained in the eleventh and 
twelfth sections is unconstitutional, and 
seeks by this action to restrain respond- 
ents frem issuing the moneys in the 
State School Fund, as they are directed 
to do by thé twelfth section. 

The first ground of objection to [the 
validity of the Act is that it does not 
comply with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 17 of Article 4 of the Constitution. 
This section provides that each law en- 
acted by the Legislature shall embrace 
but one subject and matter properly 
connected therewith, and that such 
subject shall be briefly expressed in the 
title. The title of the Act is An Act 
to provide for the taking care of the 
insane of the State of Nevada, and it 
is insisted thatthe Act not only em- 
braces the subject expressed in the title, 
but two other subjects; that is to say, 
provision for a State loan and for the 
investment of moneys ag the State 
_ School Fund.

“The general purpose of these pro- 
visidhs is accomplished,’ says Jadge 
Cooley in his Treatise on Constitutional 
Limitations, p. 143, ‘‘when a law has 
but one general object, which is fairly 
indicated by its title. To require every 
end and means necessary or convenient 
for the accomplishment of this gener 


ae provided for by a separate 


Act relating to that alone, would not 
only be unreasonable, but would actu- 
ally render legislation impossible. 

It has accordingly been held in Ken- 
tucky, under a similar constitutional 
provision, that an Act entitled An 
Act to amend the Charter of the Cincin- 
nati and Covington Bridge Company,.“ 
a provision that the bridge company 
might sell and the city of Covington 
might subscribe $100,000 of the stock, 
and sell the bonds of the city and levy 
a tax to pay them, was valid. The 
Court said: None of the provisons of 
a statute should be regarded as uncon- 
stitutional where they shall relate di- 
rectly or indirectly to the same subject, 
have a natural connection, and are nut 
foreign to the en e in the 
title. N The 
power to sell stock to the city of Cov- 
ington necessarily requires that a power 
should be conferred on the latter to sub- 
scribe and pay for it; for without such 
a power the power to sell would be 
nugatory. The subject is the same, 
alfhougli it relates to a transaction to 
whieh two corporations are parties, one 
of which only is named in the title of 
the Act. If by the Act a power had 
been conferred on the city of Covington 
to subscribe for the stock of any other 
corporation but the one named in the 
title of the Act, then the provision 
would fall within the constitutional 
prohibition, and be clearly null and 
void. But as it is restricted in its 
operation to matters pertaining to the 
bridge company, and the provisious of 
the Act, so far as they relate to the city 
of Covington, are apposite to the pur- 
pose which was intended to be effected 
by its passage, and are sufficieotly in- 
dicated in its title, it is not liable to 
this constitutional objection. It was 
certainly not necessary for the Legisla- 
ture to pass two separate Acts to effect 
the object it had in view—one to enable 
the company to sell the stock to the 
city, aud another to enable the city to 
subcribe and pay for it. The constitu- 
tional provision must receive a rational 
construction, and not one that would 
lead to such an unnecessary and absurd 

result. (2 Neb., 219.) 


In People ex rel. Hayden vs. City of 
Rochester, 50 N. Y., 525, it was held 
that, in an Act entitled An Act in re- 
lation to the erection of public build- 
ings for the use of the city of Roches- 
ter,’’ a provision for selecting and pro- 
curing a site for the contemplated build- 
ings was valid undera similar consti- 
tutional provision, upon the grouni 
that it was a necessary step towards the 
erection thereof. The Oourt said: 
But buildings can no more be erected 
without sites then without materials or 
means to defray the expense. All these 
are details, and no reference thereto in 
the title is required. The Act in all its 
parts may and will, with the site se- 
lected, be fully executed without any 
violation of the Constitution. 

So, under a similar clause in the 
Constitation of Illinois, it was held that 
an Act entitled An Act to authorize 
the town of Ottaway to erect two 
bridges across the Illinois and Mich- 
igan Canal, and containing provisions 
for raising money to defray the cost of 
such bridges did not embrace more than 
one distinct subject, that the title was 
properly expressed andthe Act valid. 
(Ottaway vs. The People, 48 III., 233. 
See also Brewster vs. City of Syracuse, 
19 N. T., 116; Gordon vs. Cornes, 47 
N. T., 608; People ex rel. Rochester vs. 
Briggs, 50 N. Y., 555; People ex rel- 
Burroughs vs. Brinkerhoff, 68 N. T.,

The second objection to the validity 
of the Act arises under Sections 2 and 3 
of Article 9 of the Constitution. By 
Segtion 2 the Legislature is required to 
provide for an annual tax sufficient to 
defray the estimated expenses of the 
State for each fiscal year, and in case 


the expense shail in any year exceed f 


the reveune The Legislature shall pro- 
vide for levying a tax sufficient, with 
other sources of income, to pay the de- 
ficiency as well as the estimuted ex- 
penses of the State for each fiscal year, 
and in ease the expense shall in any 
year exceed the revenue the Legisla- 
ture shall provide for levying a tax suf- 


ficient, with other sources of income, 
to pay the deficiency as well as the esti- 
mated expenses of the ensuing yeur or 
two years. Section 3, for the purpose 
of enabling the State to transact its 
business upon a cash basis, authorizes 
a bonded debt which shall never, in the 


aggregate, exceed the sum of $300,000, | 


except in certain enumerated cases. It 
is contended that the building of an 
insane asylum is a factof the ordinary 
business of the State, and in view of 
the provisions contained in the sections 
mentioned, the expense of coustructing 
such building should be taken from the 
revenues arising from taxation. 


The authority to create a bonded debt 
is subject to no restriction or condition 
whatever save that such debt shall not 
exceed the sum of $300,000, and the 
law authorizing it shall provide for its 
payment within twenty veurs fy tax- 
ation. The Constitution nowhere de- 
clares the necessity which shall exist as 
prerequisite to the issuance of bonds or 
the making of a loan under this section, 
nor the use to which money obtained by 
such loan shall be applied. From the 
language employed by the instrument 
itself, as well as from the debate in the 
convention upon these portions. of the 
Constitution relating to State finances, 
the object in authorizing a bonded in- 
debtedness was to enable the State to 
maintain its business upon a cash basis, 
notwithstanding financial exigencies, 
without resorting to onerous taxation. 

For the first three years subsequent 
to the adoption of the Constitution the 
Legislature was restricted from levying 
a tax for State purposes exceeding one 
per cent. per annum. (Sec. 24; Art. 
17.) In the discussion of this restric- 
tion in the Constitutional Convention 
it was in several instances urged that if 
this rate of taxation failed to produce 
the necessary revenue to defray the ex- 
penses of the State, relief could be had 
by the issuance and sale of the bonds of 
the State to the amount of $300,000 
under the provisions of Section 3 of 
Article 9. No suggestion was ever made, 
so far as appears from the debates, of 
the right of the Legislature to seek re- 
lief at any time by this means. It has 
the power to direct the issuance of 
bonds under this clause at any time so 
long as it does not conflict with the 
limitation as to amount. 

The next objection is that the Act 
contemplates an indebtedness in excess 
of that authorized by the Constitution. 
Under Section 7 of Article 17 of the 
Constitution the State was required to 
assume all debts and liabilities of the 
Territory of Nevada unpaid at the time 
of the admission of the State into the 
Union, but it was provided that such 
assumption should not prevent the 
State from incurring the $300,000 in- 
debtedness as provided in Section 3 of 
Article 9, already mentioned. At the 
session of 1871 the Legislature deter- 
mined the Territorial indebtedness to 
be $380,000, for which amount a loan, 
bearing interest at nine and one-half 
per cent. per annum, payable in fifteen 
years, was by authority of law negoti- 
ated. (Stats. 1871, p. 80.) ae

authority to issue the $30,000 of bonds 
provided for by this Act. But this po- 
sition is cu The proceedings 
by which thé onds of 1871 were retired 
and the $380,000 bond, newin the 
School Fund, issued, did not extinguish 
the Territorial indebtedness, That in- 
debtedness still exists, bat it is e- 
idenced by a different obligation; that is 
to say, by a bond for $380,000, bearing 
5 per cent. per annum interest, instead 
of bonds the same amount, bearing 9% 
per cent. interest per annum. 

Finally, objection is made that the 

eleventh section of the Act directs a 
transfer of the moneys of the School 
Fund to another fund and for another 
purpose. Uader Section 3 of Article 11 
of the Constitution, the proceeds of the 
sules of public lands donated to the 
State by the General Government, as 
woll as moneys received from other 
sources, are solemnly pledged for ed- 
ucational purposes, and required to be 
placed in the School Fund, and not be 
transferred to any other fund or for 
other use. This fund the Legislature 
is commanded to invest in ‘United 
States bonds or the bonds of this 
State, andthe interest only of the 
capital of the fund shall be used for 
educational purposes. 
In this behalf it is urged that the is- 
suance ot the bonds proviged for in 
this Act is un ovasion of the investment 
directed by the Constitution; that the 
Constitution contemplates the purchase 
of bonds existing at the time of the 
passage of the enactment authorizing 
the loan. 

This objection is withont force. It is 
manifest that the bonds provided for 
by this Act are -s much the bonds of 
the State as if they had been outstand- 
ing at the time of the passage of the 
Act, and were thereafter to be purchased 
for the benefit of the School Fund. 
The Legislatare primarily directs the 
investment of the moneys in this fund, 
and so long as it complies with the 
directions of the Constitution, 
makes the loan upon the securities re- 
quired by that instrament, the loan 
will be valid. A discretionary power is 
conferred to invest the fund either in 
the bonds of the State or of the General 
Government, and any attempt on the 
part of courts to supervise such discre- 
tion would be an invasion of the au- 


thority of the Legislature.

ELKO COPPER AND GOLD. 


Old Mines to be Reopened for Produc- 
tion in tere Nevada.

Parties, says the Gold Hill News, 
have been visiting the Elko copper 
belt. To reach the mines the gentle - 
men left the railroad at Wells Station 
and proceeded through Thousand 
Springs valley to the Goose Creek 
range of mountains, in which, at the 
head of Little Salmon river, they are 
located, lying very near the Idaho 
line.

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SILVER WITH LEAD. 


scribes a New Proce-s Which is Old. 


was not always sonsidered as essential. 
Perhaps the Mexicans set us pretty 
good examples in this respect. Their 
metallurgical appliances were very 
simple, s»me of it extremely rude. 
Probably the most primitive appara- 
tus employed in any country of the 
extraction, by the dry way, of sil- 
ver from its ores, was the trufla, a 
Mexican furnace, which was in prin- 
siple merely ascorifier, in which the 
cupellation of the remaining lead is 
subsequently affected. 

The sulphides of silver sometimes 
curio so large a proportion, with 
regard to the gangue with which they 
ire associated, that if finely ground 
ind thrown in a bath of metal- 
‘ic lead, kept at a proper temperature, 
she silver combines with the lead, 
which, becomiag partly oxidized, 
nites with the silicious and earthly 
impurities of the slag, which may be 
readily removed from the surface of 
the metal before commencing cupel- 
lation. 

This apparatus, which is much used 
by the native miners of Sombrette, 
consists of a cupel formed of a mix- 
ture of ashes and clay, contained in a 
large coarse earthen dish, enclosed be- 
tween the-walls of sun-dried bricks, 
and covered by a dome of somewhat 
refractory clay, in which numerous 
holes are pierce. 

The whole of the interior of this ar- 
rangement is filled with charcoal, on 
which a bla3t is thrown by means of a 
nozzle of baked clay, and althongh the 
whole of the heat is applied from 
above the surface of the lead, it quick- 


ore, thrown on the surface, begins. 

When the workman considers that 
the bath of lead has, by the introduc- 
tioa of successive additions of ore, be- 
come sufficiently charged with silver, 


commences the cupellation of the res- 
dual lead. For this purpose he makes 
an opening at the level of the metallic 
Vall, for the escape of litharge, and 
zontinues the operation, at the same 
time gradually lowering the level of 
exit for litharge, until a button of 
silver alone remaias at the bottom of 
the cupel.
